WASHINGTON, Feb. 17.—All_ re- 
quirements and orders providing for 
enforcement of freight transit priv- 
lleges now in effect were withdrawn 
today by the Interstate Commerce 
Commission. This action leaves open 
the entire subject of transit privileges 
on all commodities, particularly wheat 
and corn. 

Under the decision announced to- 
by Commissioner McChord not 
only are previous orders of the com- 
mission withdrawn, having served 
their: purpose, but the rallroads are 
permitted to file tariffs “providing 
for the lawful exercise of 
practices upon grain and other com- 
modities.” 

If difficulty arises over the new 
tariffs the commission will endeavor 
to grant relief from specific intoler- 
able conditions either on its own in- 
itiative or through proceedings in- 
stituted by shippers.

Measure Intended to Regulate Ver- 

non Would Inconvenience Other 

Cities, It's Feared. 

Because there is doubt about the 
constitutionality and the ultimate ef- 
fect of the proposed bill aimed at Ver- 
non, requiring that cities of the sixth 
class shail conform to the police and 
liquor regulations of all freehold cities 
within two miles of their borders, the 
Board of Supervisors refused yester- 
day to indorse it, as requested by the 
City Council.
